President Seeks 
Income Tax Audit 


WASHINGTON (A P) - President 
Carter, calling his tax audit a good 
thing, is suggesting that Internal 
Revenue Service accountants go over 
his income tax returns every year he’s 
in the White House. 
Vice President Walter F. Mondale, 
also the target of an IR S audit, hasn’t 
said whether he wants the same an­ 
nual review. Asked whether the vice 
president 
agrees 
with 
Carter, 
spokesman A1 Eisele said: 
“ I really don’t know.” 
For Carter, annual reviews hardly 
would be new. 
‘‘They’ve inventoried me; they’ve 
checked my income taxes I think 
almost every year the last 10 years,” 
the President told reporters Wed­ 
nesday on his way to dinner at Budget 
Director Bert Lance’s home. 
“ But 1 think it’s a good thing to do,” 
Carter said. “ We’re suggesting they do 
it every year I’m in office.” 
Carter didn’t make it clear whether 
the IRS conducted a full-scale audit 
each time it checked one of his returns. 
Nor did he reveal any IR S findings. 
But White House Deputy Press 
Secretary Rex Granum said Carter 
authorized him to say an annual, full- 
scale audit would be welcome as long 
as Carter is President. 
In reply to queries about published 
reports that the IRS is auditing Car­ 
ter’s 1975 income tax return, White 
House spokesmen made what Press 
Secretary Jody Powell conceded were 
"mistakes and unwarranted assump­ 
tions” Wednesday afternoon as they 
stumbled through a confusing, 2L4- 
hour explanation. 
The briefing was interrupted by an 
hour and a quarter recess so the 
spokesmen could check their Jfacts.

the 
President’s accountant, Robert Perry 
of Americas, Ga., a town near the 
Carter’s hometown of Plains, invited 
the agency on the President’s behalf to 
“ satisfy itself” of the accuracy of 
Carter’s returns. 
But Powell said after the recess that 
Perry, lawyer Harvey Hill of Atlanta, 
who has been Carter’s attorney on 
occasion since 1968, and Robert Lip- 
shutz, the President’s White House 
counsel, cannot agree on whether they 
or the IR S brought up checking Car­ 
ter’s past returns. 


“ A statement that we brought them 
up first and brought it (the audit) on, 
I ’m not prepared to make,” Powell 
said. 
Despite the confusion, this became 
clear: 


—The audit began early this year, is 
still going on and the IRS has not told 
Carter why agents started it or what 
specific thing about his 1975 return 
caught their eye. 
—Carter is confident the audit will 
validate his return. 
He “ feels he has no problems,” 
Granum said. Powell added that there 
has been no allegation of any im­ 
propriety or illegality. 
“ As soon as this audit is complete, 
we will make the results of it available 
to you and everybody else,” Powell 
said. 
—Carter does not think the audit is 
politically motivated. 
“ There is no feeling on our part that 
it is," Granum said. And Powell ad­ 
ded: “ There is no basis for us to claim 
or hint or imply that the thing was 
politically motivated.”

WASHINGTON (A P) - The House 
Ways and Means Committee is ready 
to kill President Carter’s proposed 
rebate on fuel-efficient

“ The rebate doesn’t have any 
support at all,” Rep. A1 Ullman, 
chairman of the influential committee, 
said Wednesday. 
But in an apparent effort to delay a 
vote on the companion tax on cars that 
get poor gas mileage, Ullman post­ 
poned until today a formal vote on 
killing the rebate. 
The committee finished its second 
day of work on Carter’s energy-tax 
proposals Wednesday. One opponent. 
Rep. Joe Waggonner, D-Ia., said 20 of 
the 37 members of the panel were 
ready to vote against the so-called gas- 
guzzler tax. 
Ullman predicted the tax will be 
approved by the panel. But it will not 
go into effect at least until the 1979 
model year, he said, and some com­ 
mittee members want to postpone it 
until 1980 
But Waggonner said he was advising 
against any delay. “ The votes are 
there to kill it but it won’t be killed if 
they approve the delay,” he said. 
Working on Carter’s other energy 
tax proposals, the panel approved a 
tax credit of up to $400 for persons who 
improve the fuel efficiency of their 
homes and a credit of up to $2,000 for 
purchasers of 
home heating 
and 
cooling systems powered by the sun or 
wind. 
In both cases, the credits proposed 
by Carter were rejected in favor of

The rebate and gas-guzzler tax are 
key elements of the far-reaching 
energy program Carter spelled out on 
April 20.

LONDON (A P) — An apparently 
false Ugandan report that President 
Idi Amin had arrived in Ixindon for the 
Commonwealth conference heightened 
suspicions today that the burly black 
dictator’s trip was a huge hoax. 
Radio Uganda announced Amin’s 
arrival in London and said he was 
demanding "to be carried shoulder- 
high by the British for several miles” 
as “ part of the Field Marshal’s 
celebrations of the British Queen’s 
Silver Jubilee.” 
A Foreign Office spokesman said the 
government had no word of Amin’s 
arrival. “ If he had landed legally in 
this country, I would know,” the 
spokesman added. 
Radio Uganda reported Tuesday 
that Amin had left for I^ndon despite 
word from Prime Minister James 
Callaghan and other British leaders 
that he was not wanted at the Com­ 
monwealth

or 
the 
simultaneous celebrations of Queen 
Elizabeth’s 25 years on the throne. 
Later Tuesday, the Ugandan radio 
said Amin had stopped in an Arab 
country, which was assumed to be 
Libya. The broadcast said he would go 
on to France, West Germany or 
Ireland and would reach England 


Wednesday or Thursday by boat. But 
there has been no report of his leaving 
Iibya or any other Arab country, and 
he has not been sighted in Europe. 
The Nairobi D aily Nation, the 
leading newspaper in Kenya, Ugan­ 
da’s eastern neighbor, said a Ugandan 
army major told it the 6-foot-4, 250- 
pound president had been seen in the 
Kampala area after the government 
radio said he had left for I/jndon. The 
major was not identified. 
There was growing speculation that 
all the official reports of Amin’s trip 
were part of a hoax intended to twist 
the tail of the British lion. But British 
officials were taking a relaxed attitude

leaving the country until Amin 
returned from Ixindon.

If, for example, a company fleet of 
two million cars averaged only 18 mpg 
in 1979, rather than the 19 mpg stan­ 
dard. that firm would be penalized $100 
million.

BOSTON (AP) — Seventeen-year- 
old Judy Belfrey was a high school 
junior who lived in a sunny suburban 
world of achievement and popularity.

“ She was beautiful, terrific," said 
David Irvington, superintendent of 
Lincoln-Sudbury 
Regional 
High 
School. "She was a fine student, 
popular with friends. I think she was 
on the field hockey team. She just 
came back from a bike tour of Cape 
Cod. We’re totally distraught. 
"It doesn’t make any sense for us to 
believe,” Irvington said of the cir­ 
cumstances of her death. 
Judy’s badly beaten body, fully 
clothed, was found by her roommate in 
an apartment they shared, about a 
m ile from the “ Combat Zone." 
Boston’s adult entertainment district 
of topless bars, X-rated movies and 
pornographic book stores.

“ She was last seen Tuesday night in 
a lounge and seen leaving there with a 
man,” Detective Robert Hudson said 
Wednesday. “ Look, she was a 17-year- 
old high school girl learning about the 
city.”

—Lyndon Bond of Hartwell, Ga., so 
careful in rounds one through four that 
he hesitated four seconds between 
each letter, asking the pronouncer a 
dozen times to repeat “ phlegm." When 
he finally spelled “ phlam” and was 
thrown out, Lyndon snarled at the 
pronouncer:

Rhodes also vetoed collective 
bargaining in the previous legislative 
session, his resistance to such key 
union issues was a major factor labor’s 
determination to elect a veto-proof 
Democratic majority. 
The collective bargaining bill ap­ 
proved by the Senate would grant

Ms. Ijevme finds those things and 
just about anything else, as long as it’s 
legal. She now handles from 30 to 50 
requests a week.

contacts. She charges a base fee of $25 
for puttmg buyer and seller in contact, 
plus expenses such as long-distance 
telephone calls and extra tune for 
especially hard-to-find items.

Reports O f Amin 
In London False 


IvONDON (AP) — An apparently 
false Ugandan report that President 
Idi Amin had arrived in london for the 
Commonwealth conference heightened 
suspicions today that the burly black 
dictator’s trip was a huge hoax. 
Radio Uganda announced Amin’s 
arrival in Ixmdon and said he was 
demanding “to be carried shoulder- 
high by the British for several miles” 
as “part of the Field Marshal’s 
celebrations of the British Queen’s 
Silver Jubilee.” 
A Foreign Office spokesman said the 
government had no word of Amin's 
arrival. “If he had landed legally in 
this country, I would know,” the 
spokesman added. 
Radio Uganda reported Tuesday 
that Amin had left for london despite 
word from Prime Minister James 
Callaghan and other British leaders 
that he was not wanted at the Com­ 
monwealth 
meeting 
or 
the 
simultaneous celebrations of Queen 
Elizabeth’s 25 years on the throne. 
Irater Tuesday, the Ugandan radio 
said Amin had stopped in an Arab 
country, which was assumed to be 
Ubya. The broadcast said he would go 
on to France, West Germany or 
Ireland and would reach England 
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Wednesday or Thursday by boat. But 
there has been no report of his leaving 
Libya or any other Arab country, and 
he has not been sighted in Europe. 
The Nairobi Daily Nation, the 
leading newspaper in Kenya, Ugan­ 
da’s eastern neighbor, said a Ugandan 
army major told it the 6-foot-4, 250- 
pound president had been seen in the 
Kampala area after the government 
radio said he had left for london. The 
major was not identified. 
There was growing speculation that 
all the official reports of Amin’s trip 
were part of a hoax intended to twist 
the tail of the British lion. But British 
officials were taking a relaxed attitude 
that extended also to the 
an­ 
nouncement Wednesday that the 
Ugandan government had barred the 
300 British residents of Uganda from 
leaving the country until Amin 
returned from london. 
“I don’t take these reports very 
seriously and I wish you would not 
either,” Prime Minister Jam es 
Callaghan told reporters. 
“Why don’t we all keep cool about 
this and not give President Amin the 
chance to think he is putting the wind 
up us?” he said. “He may have put the 
wind up you, but he hasn’t put the wind 
up me. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The House 
Ways and Means Committee is ready 
to kill President Carter’s proposed 
rebate on fuel-efficient cars, but 
Democratic leaders are trying to 
salvage his plan to tax big gas-gulping 
vehicles. 
“ The rebate doesn’t have any 
support at all,” Rep. Al Ullman, 
chairman of the influential committee, 
said Wednesday. 
But in an apparent effort to delay a 
vote on the companion tax on cars that 
get poor gas mileage, Ullman post­ 
poned until today a formal vote on 
killing the rebate. 
The committee finished its second 
day of work on Carter’s energy-tax 
proposals Wednesday. One opponent, 
Rep. Joe Waggonner, D-La., said 20 of 
the 37 members of the panel were 
ready to vote against the so-called gas- 
guzzler tax. 
Ullman predicted the tax will be 
approved by the panel. But it will not 
go into effect at least until the 1979 
model year, he said, and some com­ 
mittee members want to postpone it 
until 1980. 
But Waggonner said he was advising 
against any delay. “The votes are 
there to kill it but it won’t be killed if 
they approve the delay,” he said. 
Working on Carter’s other energy 
tax proposals, the panel approved a 
tax credit of up to $400 for persons who 
improve the fuel efficiency of their 
homes and a credit of up to $2,000 for 
purchasers of home heating and 
cooling systems powered by the sun or 
wind. 
In both cases, the credits proposed

In an effort to reduce U.S. gasoline 
consumption IO per cent by 1985, 
Carter asked Congress to impose a 
gradually increasing tax of up to $2,500 
on cars that get poor gasoline mileage 
Girl, 17, 
Murdered; 
Man Sought 


BOSTON (AP) — Seventeen-year- 
old Judy Belfrey was a high school 
junior who lived in a sunny suburban 
world of achievement and popularity. 
She died in a shabby Boston Back Bay 
apartment, and police are looking for 
her killer. 
“She was beautiful, terrific,” said 
David Levington, superintendent of 
Lincoln-Sudbury 
Regional 
High 
School. “She was a fine student, 
popular with friends. I think she was 
on the field hockey team. She just 
came back from a bike tour of Cape 
Cod. We’re totally distraught. 
“It doesn’t make any sense for us to 
believe,” Iievington said of the cir­ 
cumstances of her death. 
Judy’s badly beaten body, fully 
clothed, was found by her roommate in 
an apartment they shared, about a 
mile from the “ Combat Zone,” 
Boston’s adult entertainment district 
of topless bars, X-rated movies and 
pornographic book stores. 
Two hours before, she had been in a 
Combat Zone bar. 
“She was last seen Tuesday night in 
a lounge and seen leavuig there with a 
man,” Detective Robert Hudson said 
Wednesday. “liook, she was a 17-year- 
old high school girl learning about the 
city.”

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—Organized 
labor has a new edge in a 30-year 
struggle to repeal a law barring strikes 
by public employes.

When the votes were counted 
Wednesday, the labor movement could 
show only mixed results for its heavy 
investment last year in Democratic 
candidates. 


“We’ve got a good bill in the Senate 
and we think we better be satisfied 
with it,” said Ohio AFL-CIO Secretary- 
Treasurer Warren J. Smith after the 
Senate approved collective bargaining 
for public employes. 
The straight party line 21-12 vote 
with unanimous Republican opposition 
sent the bill to the House where 
minority party members and em­ 
ployer groups will wage a renewed 
struggle to defeat it, or at least water it 
down.

He then followed with 
cambist, a word dealing with tables of 
exchange. 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The werds 
these kids can spel at the Nashional 
Speling Bee cud make groan peepel 
wiep. 
One of the 12-year-olds making it into 
today’s final rounds sailed through 
equivocate, balbriggan, enswathe and 
osteosarcoma. Another of the 26 
survivors of Wednesday’s opening 
rounds went through quarantine, 
panegyric, aquanaut and anaphylaxis. 
It was a tough first day even for the 
pre-teens and 13-and 14-year-olds who 
had gotten to the 50th National Spelling 
Bee by surviving competition from an 
estimated eight million others. 
A record field of 94 started, and 17 
girls and nine boys were still around 
for more today after seven rounds and 
536 words. 
The spelling bee organizers compile 
all manner of statistics: “The average 
number of children in the family of a 
77 finalist is 3.2. The average family 
size last year was 3.4 ... It required a 
total of 525 words to decide the ’76 
competition... Sponsoring newspapers 
in this year’s spelling bee represent 37 


states, Puerto Rico and the Virgin 
Islands.” 
Missing from that litany (one of 
Wednesday’s words) is the pressure, 
mounting with each round, and the 
barely concealed disappointment and 
self-reproach when a bell signals a 
misspelled word and elimination. 
At what other event does audience 
applause go mostly to the losers? 
These were some of the scenes 
Wednesday: 
—Jana Schroeder of Vandalia, Ohio, 
legally blind from birth, walking 
confidently and unaided to the 
microphone at center stage five times 
to spell correctly quilt, tepid, granule, 
cicada and woofer. But then, in the 
sixth round, she had “bummer” as 
“bumber.” At that moment, she was 
everybody’s disappointed 14-year-old. 
—Stephen Glasgow, 13, from Cir­ 
cleville, Ohio, getting the bell for 
spelling “symbiosis” as “symbioisis” 
only to get a reprieve when the judges 
ruled the official pronouncer had 
mispronounced the word to include the 
offending “i” syllable. Wide grins in 
the room. 
—Theresa Walla of Lewistown, 
Mont., six rounds behind her, begin­ 
ning “flexuosity” with “fleu” and 
walking off with a disgusted “oh, 
shoot.” 
—Lyndon Bond of Hartwell, Ga., so 
careful in rounds one through four that 
he hesitated four seconds between 
each letter, asking the pronouncer a 
dozen times to repeat “phlegm.” When 
he finally spelled “phlam” and was 
thrown out, Lyndon snarled at the 
pronouncer: 
“I thought you said 
phlam!” .

Dial-A-Maven is for the man who 
can’t remember the words to the song 
that’s been running through his head, 
the collector who wants animal 
figurines carved of Russian malachite, 
or the lady who wants to find an 
acupuncturist or an obscure Hawaiian 
bath oil. 
Ms. Irvine fuids those things and 
just about anything else, as long as it’s 
legal. She now handles from 30 to 50 
requests a week. 
In filling the requests, Ms. Irvine 
relies on telephone and busuiess 
directories* research facilities and an 
ever-widening network of personal 
contacts. She charges a base fee of $25 
for puttmg buyer and seller in contact, 
plus expenses such as long-distance 
telephone calls and extra time for 
especially hard-to-find items. 
lier most common requests, she 
says, are for rare books, old opera 
recordings and pre-Elvis Presley rock- 
and-roll records.

The roll call on the Senate floor came 
just minutes after the House, in a 
surprise move, sent back to committee 
a bill that would establish due process, 
tenure and evaluation procedures for 
public school teachers. 
John Hall, lobbyist for the Ohio 
Education Association, representing 
more than 80,000 teachers, refused to 
concede defeat. 
“I look on what happened in the 
House as positive,” Hall said. “We now 
know who we’ve got to talk to.” 
The 49-46 vote to refer the bill to the 
Rules Committee indicated the OEA 
had better talk to at least 14 state 
representatives. A bare 50 vote 
majority probably wouldn’t be enough, 
since Gov. James A. Rhodes vetoed a 
similar measure last year and 60 votes 
are required to override a veto. 
Rhodes also vetoed collective 
bargaining in the previous legislative 
session, his resistance to such key 
union issues was a major factor labor’s 
determination to elect a veto-proof 
Democratic majority. 
The collective bargaining bill ap­ 
proved by the Senate would grant 
nearly 500,000 state, county and 
municipal workers express legal 
authority to join unions, bargain 
collectively and, as a last resort, walk 
the picket line. 
Many public employes already 
belong to unions which call strikes, but 
under the Ferguson Act employer can 
shortcircuit a walk out through a court 
injunction. 
Two key amendments were added to 
the legislation, sponsored by Sen. 
Harry Meshel, D-33 Youngstown. 
One mandated that patrolmen and 
supervisors (superior officers) in 
police departments must belong to 
separate bargaining units to prevent 
any strike that might threaten the 
health and safety of a city. 
“I would like to know who’s going to 
run the ship in times of disaster, if 
employes in those particular units 
decide to go on strike,” said Sen. Ben 
Gaeth, R-l Defiance. 
“The chief of police is going to be the 
only one around,” said the sponsor of 
the amendment, Sen. WilliamF. 
Bowen, D-9 Cincinnati. After failing 
once, the amendment passed 18-15 on a 
reconsideration vote, despite vigorous 
opposition from the Fraternal Order of 
Police. 
Lobbying 
Halts Curbs 
On Groups 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Intense 
lobbying is halting efforts in Congress 
to pass measures outlawing “unfair 
and deceptive practices” by such 
nonprofit groups as schools and 
charities, sources say. 
The Federal Trade Commission, 
which already has authority over the 
trade practices of profit-making 
businesses, asked Congress this year 
for jurisdiction over nonprofit groups. 
FTC Chairman Michael Pertschuk 
told one hearing that nonprofit groups 
are responsible for “very substantial 
fraud” and other practices which 
would be illegal if committed by profit- 
making companies. 
But provisions to meet Pertschuk’s 
request were dropped from legislation 
dealing with the FTC by committees in 
both houses of Congress. The decisions 
followed 
extensive lobbying 
by 
educational and other nonprofit 
groups, House and Senate sources said 
Wednesday. 
Sources said groups working against 
the proposals included the United Way 
of America, the Catholic Conference, 
universities 
and 
medical 
organizations, officials said. 
“The lobbying was intense,” said 
one Capitol Hill source, adding, 
“There’s no question that the non­ 
profits ought to have been covered.” 
The new FTC authority could have 
been used against “ fly-by-night” 
schools 
and 
other 
nonprofit 
organizations using deceptive ad­ 
vertising.

Sen. Marigene Valiquette, D ll 
Toledo, the sponsor, said Wednesday 
that Republicans got only 49 per cent of 
the total vote statewide for Congress in 
1974 and yet held a 15-0 advantage in 
the Ohio delegation. Democrats got 47 
per cent of the vote. 
In 1976, Miss Valiquette said, the 
Republican congressional candidates 
polled 51 per cent of the total vote, 
while clinging to a 13-10 edge. 
Sen. Thomas A. Van Meter, R-19 
Ashland, however, said that the 21-12 
Democratic edge in the state Senate 
was built in part on a total vote last 
year in which Democrats picked up 
about 50 per cent of the total vote. 
About half the Senate seats were 
contested in November. 
“Why now?” Van Meter asked, 
noting that another remap plan would 
be necessary after the current 1980 
census. The present map was drawn 
by a Republican-controlled legislature 
in 1972. 
“It is the prerogative of the state 
legislature to keep a watchful eye,” 
Miss Valiquette said. “Obviously, 
there ..are philosophical differences. I 
do believe there should be a balance. It 
isn’t gerrymandering every time a 
(boundary) line moves.”

NEW YORK (AP) - Go v ernment 
and industry o fficials agree that in­ 
flatio n will push utility bills higher in 
the nex t few y ears. But they disagree 
o n what additio nal effect President 
Carter’s energy pro gram may hav e. 


“ Ov er the lo ng term, there sho uld be 
lo wer rates than there wo uld hav e 
o therwise been. But they will be higher 
than they are to day ,” say s Ro bert I. 
Hanfling o f the Federal Energy 
Administratio n. 


Paul Wagner, a spo kesman fo r the 
industry -suppo rted 
Ediso n 
Electric 
Institute, sees things differently . He 
predicts higher electic bills because o f 
the Carter pro gram. 


“ The net effect we see is that bills 
will go up abo ut 5 per cent (annually ) 
bey o nd what they wo uld hav e been,” 
he say s, predicting the increase wo uld 
be in additio n to an anticipated a 7 per 
cent-a-y ear inflatio n rate. 
Acco rding to go v ernment statistics, 
the annual electric bill fo r an av erage 
ho useho ld increased fro m $200 befo re 
the Arab o il embargo in 197 3 to $290 
last y ear. 
The 
institute, 
a 
research 
o rganizatio n suppo rted by utility 
co mpanies pro ducing 7 8 per cent o f the 
natio n’s 
po wer, 
feels 
Carter’s 
pro po sals to push the industry into 
co nv erting fro m o il and gas to co al o r 
nuclear po wer in the near future will 
be co stly . 
Disco unting the effect o f inflatio n, 
the institute estimates it will co st $50 
billio n to co v ert to co al the 155,000 
megawatts o f ex isting and planned o il 
and gas-fired electric plants ex pected 
to be in serv ice in 1985. 
The institute say s the co st o f co n­ 
v ersio n and additio n o f env iro nment- 
pro tecting equipment fo r all new co al 
plants wo uld add $7 billio n a y ear to the 
natio n’s electric bill by 1985, the target 
y ear in its study . 
The trend away fro m o il and gas has 
do minated the industry in recent 
y ears, 
but 
industry 
spo kesmen 
co mplain that Carter’s plan, which 
begins lev y ing penalty tax es o n o il and 
gas in 1983, is try ing to fo rce the switch 
to o quickly . 
“ The electric industry wo uld face a 
huge financial burden to meet a to tal 
co nv ersio n fro m gas and o il use,” say s 
Paul Crawfo rd, president o f the in­ 
stitute. 


In additio n, the industry research 
gro up say s Carter-eo do rsed en­ 
v iro nmental legislatio n, which has 
already begun to mo v e thro ugh 
Co ngress, wo uld require the additio n 
o f ex pensiv e and inefficient equipment 
that wo uld add millio ns to the co st o f 
building and o perating new co al-fired 
plants. 
FEA’s Hanfling ackno wledges in­ 
dustry wo uld face increased capital 
co sts to co nv ert to co al and install 
env iro nmental equipment, kno wn as 
flue scrubbers, o n all new plants. But 
he disagrees with the institute’s co st 
pro jectio ns. 
Utilities sho uld sav e because they 
will be pay ing lo wer fuel co sts after 
they co nv ert to co al, Hanfling said. 


He also say s they sho uld realize 
so me lo ng-range sav ings o n co n­ 


structio n co sts if the 
President's 
pro gram is successful in lo wering 
o v er-all energy co nsumptio n and 
reducing the number o f ex pensiv e 
reserv e generato rs needed to meet 
peak demand perio ds. 
Hanfling and Wagner agree the 
wide-ranging presidential pro gram is 
difficult to assess. 
Many 
o f the 
pro po sals which Carter o utlined in late 
April may see substantial changes o r 
be killed in Co ngress. 
Ev en in its pro po sed fo rm, specific 
parts o f the plan wo uld affect v ario us 
regio ns and indiv idual custo mers 
differently . 
The energy plan takes a bro ad ap­ 
pro ach to changes in the utility field. It 
includes a pro po sed sy stem o f tax 
penalties co mbined with tax credits, 
aimed at getting utilities which no w 
use natural gas o r o il to switch ex isting 
plants to co al o r build new co al-fired o r 
nuclear po wer plants. 
Areas o f the co untry where utilities 
are heav ily dependent o n gas o r im­ 
po rted o il — no tably the So uthwest, 
Califo rnia and much o f the East Co ast 
— will hav e to pay mo re to switch to 
o ther energy so urces than regio ns 
which already hav e substantial 
numbers o f co al-fired o r nuclear 
po wered plants. Go v ernment ex perts 
no te that co sts in tho se areas also 
wo uld rise substantially if they co n­ 
tinued their dependence o n current 
fuels. 
In additio n, the President’s plan 
calls fo r state public serv ice co m­ 
missio ns to make a number o f ad­ 
justments in rate schedules including 
the eliminatio n o f so called declining 
blo ck rates under which so me large 
energy users pay less as they use mo re 
gas o r electricity .

Energy Certainty: Customers Will Pay More 


NEW YORK (AP) — Government 
and industry officials agree that in­ 
flation will push utility bills higher in 
the next few years. But they disagree 
on what additional effect President 
Carter’s energy program may have. 
“Over the long term, there should be 
lower rates than there would have 
otherwise been. But they will be higher 
than they are today,” says Robert I. 
Hanfling of the Federal Energy 
Administration. 
Paul Wagner, a spokesman for the 
industry-supported Edison Electric 
Institute, sees things differently. He 
predicts higher electic bills because of 
the Carter program. 
“The net effect we see is that bills 
will go up about 5 per cent (annually) 
beyond what they would have been,” 
he says, predicting the increase would 
be in addition to an anticipated a 7 per 
cent-a-year inflation rate. 
According to government statistics, 
the annual electric bill for an average 
household increased from $200 before 
the Arab oil embargo in 1973 to $290 
last year. 
The 
institute, 
a 
research 
organization supported by utility 
companies producing 78 per cent of the 
nation’s 
power, 
feels 
Carter’s 
proposals to push the industry into 
converting from oil and gas to coal or 
nuclear power in the near future will 
be costly. 
Discounting the effect of inflation, 
the institute estimates it will cost $50 
billion to covert to coal the 155,000 
megawatts of existing and planned oil 
and gas-fired electric plants expected 
to be in service in 1985. 
The institute says the cost of con­ 
version and addition of environment- 
protecting equipment for all new coal 
plants would add $7 billion a year to the 
nation’s electric bill by 1985, the target 
year in its study. 
The trend away from oil and gas has 
dominated the industry in recent 
years, 
but industry 
spokesmen 
complain that Carter’s plan, which 
begins levying penalty taxes on oil and 
gas in 1983, is trying to force the switch 
too quickly. 
“The electric industry would face a 
huge financial burden to meet a total 
conversion from gas and oil use,” says 
Paul Crawford, president of the in­ 
stitute. 


In addition, the industry research 
group says Carter-endorsed en­ 
vironmental legislation, which has 
already begun to move through 
Congress, would require the addition 
of expensive and inefficient equipment 
that would add millions to the cost of 
building and operating new coal-fired 
plants. 
FEA’s Hanfling acknowledges in­ 
dustry would face increased capital 
costs to convert to coal and install 
environmental equipment, known as 
flue scrubbers, on all new plants. But 
he disagrees with the institute’s cost 
projections. 
Utilities should save because they 
will be paying lower fuel costs after 
they convert to coal, Hanfling said. 
He also says they should realize 
some long-range savings on con-

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struction costs if the 
President’s 
program is successful in lowering 
over-all energy consumption and 
reducing the number of expensive 
reserve generators needed to meet 
peak demand periods. 
Hanfling and Wagner agree the 
wide-ranging presidential program is 
difficult to assess. Many of the 
proposals which Carter outlined in late 
April may see substantial changes or 
be killed in Congress. 
Even in its proposed form, specific 
parts of the plan would affect various 
regions and individual customers 
differently. 
The energy plan takes a broad ap­ 
proach to changes in the utility field. It 
includes a proposed system of tax 
penalties combined with tax credits, 
aimed at getting utilities which now 
use natural gas or oil to switch existing 
plants to coal or build new coal-fired or 
nuclear power plants. 
Areas of the country where utilities 
are heavily dependent on gas or im­ 
ported oil — notably the Southwest, 
California and much of the East Coast 
— will have to pay more to switch to 
other energy sources than regions 
which already have substantial 
numbers of coal-fired or nuclear 
powered plants. Government experts 
note that costs in those areas also 
would rise substantially if they con­ 
tinued their dependence on current 
fuels. 
In addition, the President’s plan 
calls for state public service com­ 
missions to make a number of ad­ 
justments in rate schedules including 
the elimination of so called declining 
block rates under which some large 
energy users pay less as they use more 
gas or electricity. 


That and other rate changes make it 
difficult to determine just how actual 
costs of energy will eventually be split 
among residential, commercial and 
industrial customers. 
But there are some voluntary 
programs that could have direct ef­ 
fects on residential customers who 
elect to participate. They could help 
cut electric and heating bills but 
initially they will require an in­ 
vestment. 
Carter’s home energy conservation 
program, for instance, would require 
utilities to make loans for home in­ 
sulation and other projects and 
recommend contractors to do the 
work. 
The consumer could write off a 
portion of the cost on his taxes. But the 
interest on the loan would be about the 
same as a bank loan and would be paid 
back in installments listed on the 
customer’s regular bill, according to a 
spokesman for the FEA. 
The government estimates that a 
“typical” family of four paying $670 
yearly for heating could save a $120 a 
year by insulating the attic. 
A second voluntary participation 
program would require that lower 
rates be offered to consumers who 
elect to have electric service in­ 
terrupted during times when power 
demands are the greatest. But the 
customer would have th pay the cost of 
a special meter that measures both the 
amount of electricity used and the time 
of day. 
While a normal electric meter costs 
about $20, a meter with a time device 
runs $50 or $60, according to Robert 
Uhler of the Electric Power Research 
Institute. 
The Palo Alto, Calif., organization 


recently surveyed about 45 ex­ 
perimental utility programs that of­ 
fered special time of day rates and 
found that customers saved “modest” 
amounts in some systems but scarely 


at all in others. He says a consumer 
would have to use a relatively large 
amount of electricity to recover the 
additional metering cost under the 
Carter proposal.

Irene Kuo, a New 
York restaurateur whose man da nr 
delicacies draw the crowds from 
Lincoln Center 
But it is not only what they eat that 
makes the Chinese different from 
occidentals, she said. “ There are other 
secrets 
“ In old China, for ex ample, we had 
no Helena Rubinstein, so the ladies 
relied greatly on nature’s products. 
For a cleanser, they used fresh, 
crumbled bean curd. For a facial, egg 
white slightly beaten and spread on the 
skin, left a few minutes and rinsed 
off." i Beauticians and dermatologists 
in Europe, then the U.S., discov ered 
this technique a few centuries after the 
Chinese.) 
“ All the historical beauties,” con­ 
fided Mme. Kuo, “ are known to hav e 
consumed, daily , much fish, walnuts, 
bone marrow, pine nuts, sesame seeds 
and lichee nuts. 
"And ah, the baldness problem that 
many societies hav e. We almost nev er 
hav e it in China and ginger may 
possibly be the reason. If y ou take a 
piece of it, slice it, and rub it on the 
scalp, it is said to promote growth of 
hair. I would not deny that. Would y ou? 
“ Ginger, 
which 
is 
a 
root, 
is 
remarkable in other way s. 1 use it in 
my own cooking ev ery day , not only for 
its flav or, but because it is an essence 
of v itality . It has another surprising 
use: as a great hangov er cure! Boil 
water, add some soy sauce and a few 
slices of ginger, then drink the brew.” 
It will taste better with chicken broth 
rather 
than 
water, 
but 
with 
a 
hangov er, locating the broth — or the 
sound of the can opening — may be too 
difficult to contemplate. 
“ To get the most from ginger, by the 
way , smash it with the side of a cleav er 
or knife, to open the pores." 
The Chinese use food to prev ent 
illness, 
as 
much 
as 
they 
take 
medicines to cure it. “ This,” smiled 
Mme. Kuo, “ makes our medicine less 
than medicine, and our food more than 
food. You will see why , then, our 
drugstores more closely resemble 
groceries — and they are often 
by passed m fav or of the market. 
“ You would like to know some 
common recipes? Okay , then . .. 
“ For headaches we use lichee nuts 
or lotus seeds. You can buy them in 
many stores. 
“ For the common cold, here is one 
recipe which dates back to when there 
was no refrigeration: combine a 
scooped out grapefruit half with red 
tea, filling its inside. Allow to dry in the 
sun for a week in a net bag. Then cut 
off a slice, brew a long time with some 
tea, and drink it. It will make y ou 


can use scallions, leek, ginger, black 
bean and hot noodles — in combination 
or indiv idually 
“ In China, all human illnesses, as 
y ou know, are described as Ying and 
Yang in conflict. Ying is the cold force 
and negativ e. Yang is the positiv e 
force and hot. All food is div ided into 
two general categories: those which 
heat the body , and those hav ing 
cooling effects We prefer not to eat 
against nature, but to be in harmony 
with it. Therefore, meals go by the 
season. In summer, do not eat things 
which generate heat in the body 's 
sy stem, and in winter consume the 
heav ier things. I suppose that is 
obv ious. But in the summer, with air- 
conditioning, it becomes a little bit 
confusing . . people can eat the wrong 
things because they are cool, forget­ 
ting that ten minutes later they will 
walk outside and get hot." 
Unholy Yang! 
Madame Kuo insisted that the 
Chinese are less beset by high blood 
pressure and heart trouble because of 
certain foods: liv er, scallops, fresh 
water chestnut, persimmons, Chinese 
squash, jelly fish, sea sluggers — and 
that magnificient sea v egetable, 
purple sea weed. 
“ My dear Phy llis, these are far more 


interesting than pills and injections, 
are they not?” she said. "J elly fish is 
as crunchy as cucumbers, but purple 
seaweed happens to be my fav orite, 
ex pecially in soup. Sea sluggers are so 
named because they are punch-happy , 
like box ers." 


As for Ginseng tea, the costly but 
tranquilizing specialty of Chinese (and 
other) health stores, Madame Kuo 
called it the elix ir of life. Ginseng can 
cure almost all y our ills . . . at least 
momentarily . 
About the last Empress, who looked 
barely 40 when she was 60. What was 
her secret ? 


“ Well, that is no secret at all,” said 
Madame, 
smiling 
graciously . 
"Ev ery one know about the Empress. 
It was no secret to any woman in China 
that she started ev ery day with a bowl 
of walnut tea. And she ended each 
night with a bowl of walnut tea. In 
between she used other teas’ made 
with two parts (4 oz.) nuts to one part 
(2 oz.) rice, ground up raw and placed 
in a cheesecloth bag and allowed to 
simmer in a quart of water with two 
ounces of rock candy for about an 
hour. 
“ Her life was quite nutty , y ou might 
say , but perhaps y ou won’t ..

And for heav y smokers (15 
cigarettes a day or more the risk is 83 
per 100,000.” 
Women in y our age group, and in the 
thirties, show similar relativ e risks, 
ev en though the hazards are reduced 


by about one-third. 
Read and re-read these statistics. 
They are obv ious and tell a dramatic 
story . The choice is y ours. If y ou want 
to maintain good health and reduce the 
possibility of a heart attack, either 
stop smoking or stop using the pill. The 
combination is a treacherous one.

Must Be Eating Right

NEW YORK - When the las 
Empress of China was aged 60, shi 
looked barely 40. 
I recently met a Chinese gentleman 
with a cherubic, all but unlined face, 
who claimed to be 103 Take off even 25 
years 
for 
a 
bit 
of 
oriental 
persiflage, and he still could have 
passed for 55. 
You rarely see a bald Chinese. Or a 
fat one. Or one doubled over with 
arthritis. 
“They must be eating something 
right,” said Mme. Irene Kuo, a New 
York restaurateur whose mandarin 
delicacies draw the crowds from 
Lincoln Center. 
But it is not only what they eat that 
makes the Chinese different from 
occidentals, she said. “There are other 
secrets. 
“In old China, for example, we had 
no Helena Rubinstein, so the ladies 
relied greatly on nature's products. 
For a cleanser, they used fresh, 
crumbled bean curd. For a facial, egg 
white slightly beaten and spread on the 
skin, left a few minutes and rinsed 
off.” (Beauticians and dermatologists 
in Europe, then the U.S., discovered 
this technique a few centuries after the 
Chinese.) 
“All the historical beauties,” con­ 
fided Mme. Kuo, “are known to have 
consumed, daily, much fish, walnuts, 
bone marrow, pine nuts, sesame seeds 
and lichee nuts. 
“And ah, the baldness problem that 
many societies have. We almost never 
have it in China and ginger may 
possibly be the reason. If you take a 
niece of it, slice it, and rub it on the 
scalp, it is said to promote growth of 
hair. I would not deny that. Would you? 
“Ginger, 
which 
is 
a 
root, 
is 
remarkable in other ways. I use it in 
my own cooking every day, not only for 
its flavor, but because it is an essence 
of vitality. It has another surprising 
use: as a great hangover cure! Boil 
water, add some soy sauce and a few 
slices of ginger, then drink the brew." 
It will taste better with chicken broth 
rather 
than 
water, 
but 
with 
a 
hangover, locating the broth — or the 
sound of the can opening — may be too 
difficult to contemplate. 
“To get the most from ginger, by the 
way, smash it with the side of a cleaver 
or knife, to open the pores.” 
The Chinese use food to prevent 
illness, 
as 
much 
as 
they 
take 
medicines to cure it. “This,” smiled 
Mme. Kuo, "makes our medicine less 
than medicine, and our food more than 
food. You will see why, then, our 
drugstores more closely resemble 
groceries — and they are often 
bypassed in favor of the market. 
“You would like to know some 
common recipes? Okay, then . . . 
“For headaches we use lichee nuts 
or lotus seeds. You can buy them in 
many stores. 
“For the common cold, here is one 
recipe which dates back to when there 
was no refrigeration: 
combine a 
scooped out grapefruit half with red 
tea, filling its inside. Allow to dry in the 
sun for a week in a net bag. Then cut 
off a slice, brew a long time with some 
tea, and drink it. It will make you 


can use scallions, leek, ginger, black 
bean and hot noodles — in combination 
or individually. 
“In China, all human illnesses, as 
you know, are described as Ying and 
Yang in conflict. Ying is the cold force 
and negative. Yang is the positive 
force and hot. All food is divided into 
two general categories: those which 
heat the body, and those having 
cooling effects. We prefer not to eat 
against nature, but to be in harmony 
with it. Therefore, meals go by the 
season. In summer, do not eat things 
which generate heat in the body’s 
system, and in winter consume the 
heavier things. I suppose that is 
obvious. But in the summer, with air- 
conditioning, it becomes a little bit 
confusing. . . people can eat the wrong 
things because they are cool, forget­ 
ting that ten minutes later they will 
walk outside and get hot.” 
Unholy Yang! 
Madame Kuo insisted that the 
Chinese are less beset by high blood 
pressure and heart trouble because of 
certain foods: liver, scallops, fresh 
water chestnut, persimmons, Chinese 
squash, jelly fish, sea sluggers — and 
that m agnificient sea vegetable, 
purple sea weed. 
“My dear Phyllis, these are far more 


interesting than pills and injections, 
are they not?” she said. “Jelly fish is 
as crunchy as cucumbers, but purple 
seaweed happens to be my favorite, 
especially in soup. Sea sluggers are so 
named because they are punch-happy, 
like boxers.” 


As for Ginseng tea, the costly but 
tranquilizing specialty of Chinese (and 
other) health stores, Madame Kuo 
called it the elixir of Life. Ginseng can 
cure almost all your ills . . . at least 
momentarily. 
About the last Empress, who looked 
barely 40 when she was 60. What was 
her secret ? 


“Well, that is no secret at all,” said 
Madame, 
smiling 
graciously. 
“Everyone know about the Empress. 
It was no secret to any woman in China 
that she started every day with a bowl 
of walnut tea. And she ended each 
night with a bowl of walnut tea. In 
between she used other ‘teas’ made 
with two parts (4 oz.) nuts to one part 
(2 oz.) rice, ground up raw and placed 
in a cheesecloth bag and allowed to 
simmer in a quart of water with two 
ounces of rock candy for about an 
hour. 
“Her life was quite nutty, you might 
say, but perhaps you won’t . . . ”

However, I 
recently had occasion to visit the 
above Circleville facilities with a very 
needy family. I was pleasantly sur­ 
prized to find that this family was 
treated very nicely as they were 
granted temporary assistance of food 
stamps and a small financial loan. All 
of this was completed without the 
expected embarrassment and detailed 
probing. 
The family is presently a fine asset 
to our community. The father is now 
working regularly, the loan was 
quickly repaid and I would suppose 
that they have become just another 
statistic to those who helped in time of 
need. 
I humbly wish to suggest that the 
Welfare Department, the Food Stamp 
Division and PICCA are continuing to 
do a commendable 
job.

recognize them for that which they are 
doing and not for that which they 
cannot do.

We the Pickaway County Com­ 
missioners would like to answer ex­ 
deputies Dewey and Huffman, since 
we were blamed for their resignations. 
Both men were surely aware of what 
a deputy’s job entailed, (hours, salary, 
etc.), when they were hired by Sheriff 
Radcliff. Our office has nothing to do 
with whom the Sheriff hires or fires. 
No elected official has any authority or 
jurisdiction over another elected of­ 
ficials’ employees. Deputies’ salaries, 
working hours, hiring, promotions, 
and suspensions are all under the 
complete control of Sheriff Radcliff. 
Each Elected Official and Depart­ 
ment submits a budget in June of the 
estimated expenses for the coming 


year. They are revised and finalized 
the first IO days of the new year, after 
the Auditor has given the final figure 
on anticipated income. We have 59 
budgets to work out and strive to have 
a working and just budget for each 
department. For the past few years we 
have been able to include in each 
budget a 5 per cent salary raise. It is 
up to each Department Head to 
distribute the raise to his or her em­ 
ployees as they see fit. 
By working together, Sheriff Rad­ 
cliff and the Commissioners have been 
able to capitalize on several state and 
federally funded programs to provide 
one of the best equipped and modem 
Sheriffs Departments in this region. 
Our office has always cooperated with 
the Sheriffs Department so that the 
people of Pickaway County can have 
the best protection and law en­ 
forcement possible.

Hatch Act 
Change OKd 
By House 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Federal 
bureaucrats could run in next year’s 
local, state and congressional elections 
for the first time in almost four 
decades under legislation passed by 
the House to revise the Hatch Act. 
The measure approved Tuesday, 
244-164, 
also 
would 
remove 
prohibitions that keep millions of 
federal workers from raising cam­ 
paign funds or working for candidates 
in partisan elections. 
The bill, which President Carter 
backs, faces a rougher time in the 
Senate. The Government Operations 
Committee has jurisdiction over the 
measure, and the panel’s chairman, 
Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., has 
said previously he opposes it and will 
not push for its passage this year 
unless the House approves it by a large 
margin. 
The bill would affect 2.8 million 
federal workers, three times as many 
as there were when the political 
restraints were applied in 1939 in an 
effort to eliminate political arm- 
twisting of federal workers by their 
bosses. 
Political observers expect that the 
federal bureaucracy would be a potent 
political force because of the workers’ 
experience and interest rn govern­ 
ment. 
Republicans fear that a majority of 
workers 
would 
participate 
in 
Democratic campaigns. Democrats 
accounted for 222 of the 244 votes in 
favor of the bill, while Republicans 
cast 117 of 164 votes against it. 
“This bill would only give federal 
workers the same rights that every 
other citizen has,” Rep. William Gay, 
the bill’s sponsor, said in arguing for 
passage. 
Rep. Morris Udall, D-Ariz., said, 
“2.8 million people are shut out of the 
political life of this country. It’s time to 
change that.” 
An opponent, Rep. Ed Derwinski, R- 
111., said the bill would politicize the 
federal bureaucracy. “We could be 
turning loose a monster,” he warned.

WASHINGTON (AF) - The ghost of 
Abraham Uncoln that’s supposed to 
haunt the White House may hav e a 
riv al in the neighboring Old Ex ecutiv e 
Office Building, which houses part of 
President Carter’s staff. 


The new* “ ghost" that is said to stalk 
the marble-floored corridors of the Old 
EOB, a 19th century relic v enerable 
enough to house an attic full of spirits, 
has been giv en the name of J ohn D, 
Ehrlichman. 
Of course, Ehrlichman also was the 
name of the domestic policy assistant 
to resigned President Richard M. 
Nix on. It should be added that Nix on’s 
Ehrlichman is aliv e and miles away 
from Washington, serv ing a federal 
prison term in Arizona for Watergate- 
related crimes. 
The “ ghost” surfaced a few months 
ago when Carter's people decided to 
try out an automatic pen used in past 
administrations 
by officials 
called 
upon to sign more letters than they 
could manage without help. 
Housed in the EOB basement, the 
pen machine uses a large circular 
matrix to duplicate each particular 
signature. 
According to an a dm inistra tion 
source, a Carter employ e set the 
machine 
in 
motion 
and, 
lo, 
the 
signature that emerged read “ J ohn D. 
Ehrlichman.” 
This caused consternation, and gav e 
rise to the fresh ghost story , because it 
is standard procedure to immediately 
destroy the signature matrix of each 
departing official. The real Ehrlich­ 
man had been fired by Nix on, albeit 
reluctantly , four y ears earlier. 


Carter himself makes sparing use of 
the automatic pen. He signs most of his 
mail personally and, more than most 
Presidents since the inv ention of the 
ty pewriter, frequently writes entire 
letters in longhand. Howev er, he has 
resorted 
to 
the 
robot 
pen 
when 
dispatching similarly phrased letters 
to large groups of people. 
Presidential aides who must sign 
replies to many of the thousands of 
letters Carter receiv es each week use 
the robot ex tensiv ely . Without it they ’d 
hav e time for little else ex cept signing 
letters.

Cooler A ir 
M akes W ay 
O ver Nation

A cooling trend was moving through 
the northern Rockies today into 
Montana and Wyoming, producing 
cooler tem peratures through the 
northern states. 
However, little effective rainfall 
accompanied the weather change and 
forecasters said the danger of forest 
fires would be reduced only slightly by 
cooler temperatures and a lack of 
lightning. 
The Northwestern states have been 
having unseasonably warm weather. 
Billings, Mont., for instance, had 
record high temperatures on five of the 
first eight days of this month. 
There were some severe thun­ 
derstorms in the nation late Wed­ 
nesday, but the only damage reported 
was some wind damage in Indiana and 
Florida. A gust during a thunderstorm 
northeast of Phoenix, Ariz., produced 
a wind gust measured at 82 miles per 
hour. 
At 
midnight, 
moderate 
thun­ 
dershowers were reported along the 
Ohio Valley, the lower Great Lakes 
and in eastern Colorado. Showers and 
isolated thundershowers were widely 
scattered across the central Inter­ 
mountain region and were spilling 
across the Divide in the northern 
Rockies ahead of the cooler air. 
Frost and freeze warnings were up 
early today for portions of Michigan. 
Temperatures around the nation at 3 
a.m. EDT ranged from 33 at Sault Ste. 
Marie, Mich., to 87 at Yuma and 
Phoenix, Ariz. 


Milgram pointed out that traditional 
roles have blurred with women 
becoming more successful in the 
business world and men becomimg 
more involved with the home and 
children. 
His three children are being brought 
up not knowing exactly what the 
traditional roles of mother and father 
are, Milgram said. 
“My children are used to me 
cooking, doing the laundry, even 
sewing,” Milgram added. 
He said fathers underestimate what 
it means to stay home with the child. 
“When I stayed home with my kids 
for a few days, I couldn’t believe all the 
running around,” Milgram said. 
The schools are also having an 
impact on the children’s concept of 
roles. Milgram said he heard of one 
career day where school officials 
brought in a female pilot and a male 
nurse. 
“My little girl wanted to be a 
lighthouse keeper last week and this 
week a doctor,” he said. “A few years 
ago, I probably would have said, no, 
you mean a nurse.” 
Until such time that a unisex parents 
day becomes a reality, Milgram 
suggested that dad might enjoy 
something other than the traditional on 
his day, which this year is on June 19. 
“The traditional gift for mothers is 
flowers and for fathers it’s a pipe rack 
or slippers. Fathers do appreciate gifts 
of beauty and I say—let’s give flowers 
for this Fathers Day,” he concluded. 


To Politics 


FLUSHING, Ohio (AP) - Former 
Congressman Wayne L.Hays says a lot 
of people are encouraging him to 
return to politics, and he may run for 
public office next year. 
Hays, 66, who was one of the most 
powerful members of Congress when 
he resigned last September because of 
a sex scandal, said in an interview 
Wednesday that friends and well­ 
wishers have encouraged him to 
return to politics. 
“A lot of people have come up to me 
and said, ‘You ought to run for 
som ething,’” 
said 
the 
former 
Democratic congressman. 
He said he is not greatly interested in 
getting back into politics and is content 
puttering around his Belmont County 
farm, golfing or working at the 
Citizens National Bank of Flushing, 
where he is board chairman. 
But he said, “If enough people want 
me to run, ITI give it serious con­ 
sideration.” 
He has told friends he might run for 
county auditor, county commissioner 
or the Ohio House seat held by State 
Rep. A.G.Lancione, D-99, of Bellaire. 
Lancione, 66, is in his 16th term in the 
House. 
Hays said he was convinced that the 
scandal touched off by disclosures that 
he kept a mistress, Elizabeth Ray, on 
the government payroll as a secretary, 
would not be a big issue if he ran. 
He said marjy people have told him 
congressmen who disliked him used it 
as an excuse to railroad him out of 
Congress. 
Rep.Douglas Applegate, D-18, of 
St.Clairsville, who succeeded Hays in 
Congress last year, said Hays would be 
a formidable candidate. 
“He would be a tough guy to beat if 
he ran for ’ anything in Belmont 
County,” said Applegate. 
Hays promised a decision by 
Christmas.

WASHINGTON (AP) - The ghost of 
Abraham lincoln that’s supposed to 
haunt the White House may have a 
rival in the neighboring Old Executive 
Office Building, which houses part of 
President Carter’s staff. 


The new “ghost” that is said to stalk 
the marble-floored corridors of the Old 
EOB, a 19th century relic venerable 
enough to house an attic full of spirits, 
has been given the name of John D. 
Ehrlichman. 
Of course, Ehrlichman also was the 
name of the domestic policy assistant 
to resigned President Richard M. 
Nixon. It should be added that Nixon’s 
Ehrlichman is alive and miles away 
from Washington, serving a federal 
prison term in Arizona for Watergate- 
related crimes. 
The “ghost” surfaced a few months 
ago when Carter’s people decided to 
try out an automatic pen used in past 
administrations by officials called 
upon to sign more letters than they 
could manage without help. 
Housed in the EOB basement, the 
pen machine uses a large circular 
matrix to duplicate each particular 
signature. 
According to an adm inistration 
source, a Carter employe set the 
machine in motion and, lo, the 
signature that emerged read “John D. 
Ehrlichman.” 
This caused consternation, and gave 
rise to the fresh ghost story, because it 
is standard procedure to immediately 
destroy the signature matrix of each 
departing official. The real Ehrlich­ 
man had been fired by Nixon, albeit 
reluctantly, four years earlier. 


Carter himself makes sparing use of 
the automatic pen. He signs most of his 
mail personally and, more than most 
Presidents since the invention of the 
typewriter, frequently writes entire 
letters in longhand. However, he has 
resorted to the robot pen when 
dispatching similarly phrased letters 
to large groups of people. 
Presidential aides who must sign 
replies to many of the thousands of 
letters Carter receives each week use 
the robot extensively. Without it they’d 
have time for little else except signing 
letters.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - More 
than $145 million has been paid out to 
Ohio Vietnam War era veterans, the 
director of the state’s bonus program 
said Monday, the eve of its third an­ 
niversary. 


Randall Sweeney, director of the 
Ohio Vietnam Era Veterans Bonus 
Commission, said application for 
bonuses must be received before the 
end of the year, when the program 
expires 
under 
a 
constitutional 
amendment. 
Commission figures show that less 
than 364,000 of the state’s 500,000 
Vietnam veterans have applied for the 
benefits. 
To qualify, a veteran must have been 
an Ohio resident for one year prior to 
entering military service, served in 
Vietnam between Feb. 28, 1961 and 
July 1,1973, or served anywhere for at 
least 90 days from Aug. 5,1964 to July 
1,1973 and have been separated under 
honorable conditions.

COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - More 
than $145 million has been paid out to 
Ohio Vietnam War era veterans, the 
director of the state’s bonus program 
said Monday, the eve of its third an­ 
niversary. 


Randall Sweeney, director of the 
Ohio Vietnam Era Veterans Bonus 
Commission, said application for 
bonuses must be received before the 
end of the year, when the program 
expires 
under 
a 
constitutional 
amendment. 
Commission figures show that less 
than 364,000 of the state’s 500,000 
Vietnam veterans have applied for the 
benefits. 
To qualify, a veteran must have been 
an Ohio resident for one year prior to 
entering military service, served in 
Vietnam between Feb. 28, 1961 and 
July 1,1973, or served anywhere for at 
least 90 days from Aug. 5,1964 to July 
1,1973 and have been separated under 
honorable conditions.

letting city emplo y es do the jo b. 
Minnea po lis a nd Okla ho ma City 
ha v e div ided their cities into secto rs, 
so me serv iced by priv a te refuse firms 
a nd the rest by city sa nita tio nmen. The 
results so fa r ha v e been grea ter 
pro ductiv ity fro m bo th public a nd 
priv a te wo rkers co mpeting a ga inst 
ea ch o ther, a nd lo wer co sts to ta x ­ 
pa y ers. 
Fo r y ea rs the co nv entio na l wisdo m 
ha s been tha t ga rba ge co llectio n 
cho res co uld be ha ndled by priv a te 
co mpa nies a t sa v ings to a city . 
But in Minnea po lis, 5 0,000 ho mes a re 
serv ed by city ga rba ge wo rkers a nd 
73 ,000 by priv a te co ntra cto rs pa id by 
the city . Cla y to n So renso n, Directo r o f 
Public Wo rks, sa y s tha t a fter fiv e 
y ea rs, city co sts ha v e dro pped stea dily 
while the a mo unt o f refuse co llected 
ha s tripled. 
"When we bega n the a rra ngement, 
the priv a te co ntra ct ha ulers were 
do ing the jo b chea per tha n o ur city 
wo rkers.

The co mpetitiv e a tmo sphere be­ 
tween public a nd priv a te wo rkers in 
Minnea po lis ha s wo rked so well tha t a 
y ea r a go city emplo y es were fo und to 
be do ing their jo b slightly chea per tha n 
priv a te co ntra cto rs.

Sa v a s sa y s the mo st efficient wa y to 
ha ndle ga rba ge in la rger cities is to 
div ide it into districts o f ro ughly 5 0,000 
perso ns. The city sho uld then co ntra ct 
o ut so me o f them to priv a te firms. The 
city ’s o wn wo rkers pick up the rest. If 
ha ndled pro perly , the 
resulting 
co mpetitio n ca n do wo nders — keeping 
priv a te serv ice co sts lo w, while in­ 
crea sing public wo rker pro ductiv ity . 
In Pittsburgh, the No rth Side district 
with a bo ut 80,000 perso ns wa s being 
serv ed by Bro wning-Ferris Industries, 
Inc., the na tio n’s la rgest priv a te refuse 
co llecto r. 
Fra nk Willia ms, directo r o f Pitt­ 
sburgh’s Depa rtment o f Env iro n­ 
menta l Serv ices, sa id tha t by 19 75 , "we 
co sted o ut the who le thing a nd we 
figured the city co uld ta ke the No rth 
Side o v er a t a sa v ings o f $200,000.”

Some Cities Find Cash In Trash Collection

Some cities are beginning to find 
that their own workers can collect 
garbage cheaper and more efficiently 
than private refuse companies. 
Pittsburgh and Richmond, Va. are 
saving hundreds of thousands of 
dollars a year by doing away with 
private contract garbage service and 
letting city employes do the job. 
Minneapolis and Oklahoma City 
have divided their cities into sectors, 
some serviced by private refuse firms 
and the rest by city sanitationmen. The 
results so far have been greater 
productivity from both public and 
private workers competing against 
each other, and lower costs to tax­ 
payers. 
For years the conventional wisdom 
has been that garbage collection 
chores could be handled by private 
companies at savings to a city. 
But in Minneapolis, 50,000 homes are 
served by city garbage workers and 
73,000 by private contractors paid by 
the city. Clayton Sorenson, Director of 
Public Works, says that after five 
years, city costs have dropped steadily 
while the amount of refuse collected 
has tripled. 
“When we began the arrangement, 
the private contract haulers were 
doing the job cheaper than our city 
workers. 
But we laid out route 
assignments for the city workers and 
told them they could go home anytime 
they were finished, even if it was less 
than an eight-hour day. 
“Productivity increased,” Sorenson 
says. “We disposed of the stereotype 
that public workers aren’t human 
beings, that thev can’t be efficient.” 
The competitive atmosphere be­ 
tween public and private workers in 
Minneapolis has worked so well that a 
year ago city employes were found to 
be doing their job slightly cheaper than 
private contractors. 
As a result, the private firms 
lowered their rates to keep up with the 
cost-efficiency of the city garbage 
collectors. 
It is this kind of side-by-side com­ 
petition that some feel is the ideal 
arrangement. 
# “It’s exactly what we’re hoping for,” 
says Pat Lay, director of Public 
Service in Oklahoma City, which 
implemented a similar mix of public 
and private garbage pickup on May 2. 


The various ways that cities can best 
dispose of trash were discussed in a 
study published last winter by Prof. E. 
S. Savas of Columbia University. 
Savas says the most efficient way to 
handle garbage in larger cities is to 
divide it into districts of roughly 50,000 
persons. The city should then contract 
out some of them to private firms. The 
city’s own workers pick up the rest. If 
handled properly, the resulting 
competition can do wonders — keeping 
private service costs low, while in­ 
creasing public worker productivity. 
In Pittsburgh, the North Side district 
with about 80,000 persons was being 
served by Browning-Ferris Industries, 
Inc., the nation’s largest private refuse 
collector. 
Frank Williams, director of Pitt­ 
sburgh’s Department of Environ­ 
mental Services, said that by 1975, “we 
costed out the whole thing and we 
figured the city could take the North 
Side over at a savings of $200,000.” 
There is no clear-cut trend favoring 
either private or municipal collection. 
But Savas’s study finds that in­ 
creasingly cities are willing to change,

His study of 2,060 U.S. cities found 
that among cities with populations of 
250,000 to 750,000, 73 per cent use 
municipal garbage pickup for part or 
all of the city, and the proportion 
decreases rapidly to 23 per cent for 


cities with populations of 2,500 to 
10,000. 
The study, which didn’t include 
cities with populations over 750,000, 
also found nearly three-quarters of 
Southern cities favoring municipal 
collection, but only about 19 per cent of 
Northeastern cities using public 
garbage workers.

U tilities Report Big Profits 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (A F ) - Cin­ 
cinnati Gas and Electric Co. stock 
looks like a hot item as the company 
predicts its rate of return will hit 27.09 
per cent this year—a 16.8 per cent 
jump over last year. 
The company claims the big in­ 
crease is the result of recent rate 
hikes. It justifies the high profits on the 
need for its investors to recoup from 
small returns two years ago when the 
return on equity was only 1.81 per cent. 
"The basic reason is that we got a 
rate increase late in 1976,” Bruce 
Stoecklin of CG&E explained Tuesday. 


The rate of return on equity shows 
how much profit a firm makes com­ 
pared to the outstanding value of 
common stock. A commonly accepted 
range for that figure for utility com­ 
panies is about 12 per cent, says John 
Cuddy, assistant director of utilities of 
the Public Utilities Commission. 
For the year ended Dec. 31, 1976, 
CG&E made $4.4 million. The com­ 
pany is predicting profits of $12.1 
million for this year. 
"...Higher than normal earnings are 


required for the year 1977 to com­ 
pensate investors for the inadequate 
earnings of recent years,” wrote Miles 
J. Doan, CG&E vice president in ex­ 
plaining the projections to the PUCO. 
CG&E, like the other large natural 
gas utilities in Ohio is benefiting from 
this winter’s extremely cold weather. 
Profit pictures are bound to improve 
across the board, Cuddy said. 
Residential customers pay a higher 
price for gas than commercial or in­ 
dustrial users. Since gas supplies were 
virtually shut off to all but homes 
during the first quarter of this year, 
the gas companies were making ab­ 
normally high profits. Some critics in 
government have called the profits 
excessive. 
By comparison, East Ohio Gas Co. 
based in Cleveland is projecting that 
its stockholders will get back 17.79 per 
cent on their investment. East Ohio 
also is benefiting from recent rate 
increases. The company projects that 
it will earn profits of $49.9 million this 
year.

Red Grain 
Crop Good 


WASHINGTON (A P) — The Soviei 
Union is headed for another bumper 
grain harvest this year, including a 
substantial 
increase 
in 
wheat 
production. 
The 
Agriculture 
Department 
estimated Tuesday that 1977 Russian 
grain output will be 215 million metric 
tons, the third largest harvest on 
record. The 1976 grain harvest was a 
record 223.8 million tons and the 
second-ranking production was 222.5 
million tons in 1973. 
Officials said that Soviet crops have 
benefitted from "generally favorable 
weather and soil moisture conditions" 
although some parts of the spring crop 
area need rain. 
If realized, the Soviet harvest could 
lead to a further buildup in grain 
reserves. The department’s task force 
on Soviet grain said that further 
reports will shed more light on 1977 
production.

U tilities Report Big Profits 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Cin­ 
cinnati Gas and Electric Co. stock 
looks like a hot item as the company 
predicts its rate of return will hit 27.09 
per cent this year—a 16.8 per cent 
jump over last year. 
The company claims the big in­ 
crease is the result of recent rate 
hikes. It justifies the high profits on the 
need for its investors to recoup from 
small returns two years ago when the 
return on equity was only 1.81 per cent. 
“The basic reason is that we got a 
rate increase late in 1976,” Bruce 
Stoecklin of CG&E explained Tuesday. 


The rate of return on equity shows 
how much profit a firm makes com­ 
pared to the outstanding value of 
common stock. A commonly accepted 
range for that figure for utility com­ 
panies is about 12 per cent, says John 
Cuddy, assistant director of utilities of 
the Public Utilities Commission. 
For the year ended Dec. 31, 1976, 
CG&E made $4.4 million. The com­ 
pany is predicting profits of $12.1 
million for this year. 
“...Higher than normal earnings are 


required for the year 1977 to com­ 
pensate investors for the inadequate 
earnings of recent years,” wrote Miles 
J. Doan, CG&E vice president in ex­ 
plaining the projections to the PUCO. 
CG&E, like the other large natural 
gas utilities in Ohio is benefiting from 
this winter’s extremely cold weather. 
Profit pictures are bound to improve 
across the board, Cuddy said. 
Residential customers pay a higher 
price for gas than commercial or in­ 
dustrial users. Since gas supplies were 
virtually shut off to all but homes 
during the first quarter of this year, 
the gas companies were making ab­ 
normally high profits. Some critics in 
government have called the profits 
excessive. 
By comparison, East Ohio Gas Co. 
based in Cleveland is projecting that 
its stockholders will get back 17.79 per 
cent on their investment. East Ohio 
also is benefiting from recent rate 
increases. The company projects that 
it will earn profits of $49.9 million this 
year. 
Last year East Ohio paid its , 
stockholders a 13.74 per cent return. As 


with all other major gas utilities, the 
rate of return to stockholders has been 
steadily increasing yearly. In 1973 for 
example, East Ohio stock returned 8.02 
per cent. The figure was 9.42 per cent 
in the CG&E case. 
Columbia Gas of Ohio Inc. predicts it 
will make $21.8 million this year, down 
from a 1976 profit of $23.4 million. The 
rate of return likewise is predicted to 
fall to 16.9 per cent from 18.9 per cent 
last year.

Young is in good graces at the White 
House even though he says the last 
four presidents were racists and the 
Russians are racists and Abraham 
Lincoln was a racist, too.

The administration official 
spelled out President Carter’s attitude 
after the U.N. ambassador spent half 
an hour Tuesday with Carter in the 
Oval Office.

The Cincinnati Reds’ pitcher has not 
lost to the Mets since July 22, 1975. 
He raised his career record to 11-4 
against New York, beating the Mets 5-0 
Wednesday night. It was his first 
shutout this season. 
Billingham, in winning his seventh 
game this season in IO decisions, 
struck out five and scattered eight hits 
in going the route for the second time. 
His performance halted the Mets’ 
four-game winning streak. 
“Jack can have two different ball 
games,” said Cincinnati catcher 
Johnny Bench. “When he gets tired, 
it’s easier for me. He’s not over­ 
throwing. He’s actually throwing a 
sinker. Most of the time, he just goes 
with the sinker and lets the toll work 
for itself.” 
Cincinnati got all the runs it needed 
when George Foster hit a three-run 
homer off loser Jerry Koosman, 4-6, in 
the first inning. 
“I threw him a curve on the first 
pitch and he took it,” said Koosman. 
“It was a toll. I threw him a curve on 
the second pitch and he hit it out of the 
park. I don’t feel I did anything wrong 
with him.” 
Joe Torre, the Mets’ player- 
manager, was ejected by umpire Ed 
Montague for arguing a call at first 


base in the eighth inning. It was 
Torre’s first ejection since becoming 
manager May 31. 
“I called him a blow-off, that’s not 
abusive language, is it?,” asked Torre. 
“I guess somebody called him that 
when he was a kid and it stuck with 
him.” 
Despite the loss, Torre remains the 
willingest manager in percentage in 
the National League since his debut. 
His Mets have a 7-2 record for his nine 
days on the job. A 6-3 showing by the 
San Francisco Giants during the same 
period is the best any other NL club 
has done. 
Foster drove his 12th homer of the 
year into the left field stands after Ken 
Griffey and Joe Morgan had walked. 
The Reds added a run in the third 
when Morgan singled, moved to 
second on a balk by Koosman and 
scored on Bench’s double to left that 
was misjudged by Dave Kingman. 


In the sixth, Cincinnati picked up 
another run on a single by Dave 
Concepcion, a walk to Dan Dreissen, 
and Cesar Geronimo’s single.

Bald Eagles Barely Holding O w n

Once again the report on Ohio’s 
remnant bald eagle population is 
bittersweet: 
The regal birds are 
holding their own, but just barely. 
There has been only one successful 
breeding pair this spring in Nor­ 
thwestern Ohio, the last outpost for the 
national bird in the Buckeye State. 
l¿ast year six active nests were 
counted by local eagle watchers. This 
year the number dropped to five. 
Two young eagles were fledged in 
1976, both from one nest in the Ottawa 
National Wildlife Refuge west of Port 
Clinton on Lake Erie. 
The Ottawa pair has been the most 
prolific in recent years, fledging five 
young in three of the four years they 
have nested in the refuge. They were 
unsuccessful this spring, however. 
This year one pair in Sandusky 
County produced a single offspring 
which has not yet left the nest. 
The recent history of bald eagles in 
Ohio does not point optimistically 
toward the future. 
Four eaglets were fledged in 1974 
and 1973, none in 1972 and 1971, one in 
1970, two in 1969 and three in 1968. The 
greatest production in recent years 
was in 1965 when five young were 
brought off nests. 
There is more bad news than good in 
the report on eagle activities since last 
year. 
For one thing, an adult bird was 
killed, apparently when it flew into a 
high tension wire. Eagles mate for life 
and that death left the partner alone 
during this nesting season. It may find 
another mate but there is no assurance 
that it will return to Northern Ohio. 
Normally, Ohio eagles migrate south 
if the winter is severe enough to freeze 
nearby Lake Erie and the Sandusky 
Bay marshes on which the birds 
depend for their principal diet of dead 
fish. But they return in February or 


March to the same nesting areas. 
This year’s only successful mating 
was between an adult female and a 
two-year-old male, possibly her son, 
who had not even acquired the 
distinctive white head and tail feathers 
of the fully mature bald eagle. 
Adding to pessimism this year was a 
report on the laboratory analysis of an 
eagle egg taken from an unsuccessful 
nest last year. The egg contained high 
concentrations of three pesticides, any 
one of which could have prevented 
development of the embryo. 
Pesticides are only part of the

NEW YORK (AP) - Jean Cruguet, 
who has ridden top horses on both sides 
of the Atlantic but who has ridden in a 
shadow in the area of public attention, 
says he is not concerned about any 
celebrity status he might achieve 
because of Seattle Slew. 
“ Ten years ago m aybe,’’ the 
Frenchman said Wednesday morning 
at Belmont Park, the site of Seattle 
Slew’s bid for the Triple Crown which 
will come Saturday in the Belmont 
Stakes. 
“When you’re 20 you look for the 
glory. When you’re past 30 you forget 
the glory. You like it but you look for 
the bank.” 
But should Seattle Slew become the 
first unbeaten Triple Crown champion, 
a feat he is a strong favorite to ac­ 
complish, then Cruguet automatically 
will be racing’s man of the hour. 
The Slew was to be entered today 
along with an expected silt opponents 
including Run Dusty Run, second in 
the Kentucky Derby and third in the 
Preakness; Sanhedrin, third in the 
Preakness, and Iron Constitution, 
second in the Preakness, for the 
$150,000-added Belmont which will go 
off at 5:38 p.m. EDT.

Cruguet, who has been aboard 
Seattle Slew for all eight of his vic­ 
tories, has known m ajor disap­ 
pointments in his career.

But 
while working out for the Gotham 
Stakes, a Derby prep, Hoist the Flag 
broke a leg and never raced again, 
although he was saved for stud.

“ You snap off a blade of grass 
or whatever and absent- 
mindedly stic k it in your 
mouth.” 
Commonplac e plants like 
wisteria, Carolina jasmine, 
azaleas, rhododendron, and

honeysuc kle 
have 
poisonous parts. The bright 
berries of privet hedges, 
pokeweed, ornamental yew 
trees, mistletoe and night 
shade c an be dangerous if not 
deadly.

WASHINGTON (AP) - 
Eating daffodils may be 
hazardous to your health. 
These and many 
popular 
flowers, ornamental shrubs 
and 
colorful 
weeds 
are 
poisonous, says National 
Geographic. 
Young children are par­ 
ticularly vulnerable, but even 
adults often become un­ 
thinking nibblers of poisonous 
plants. “For many it's just 
sort of an automatic thing to 
do,’’ said one naturalist. 
“You snap off a blade of grass 
or whatever and absent­ 
mindedly stick it in your 
mouth.” 
Coiiunonplace plants like 
wisteria, Carolina jasmine, 
azaleas, rhododendron, and 
e ve n 
honeysuckle 
have 
poisonous parts. The bright 
berries of privet hedges, 
pokeweed, ornamental yew 
trees, mistletoe aud night 
shade can be dangerous if not 
deadly. Glossy leaves of 
English ivy or pionsettia 
plants or a twig of oleander 
may be fatal.

The announcement that Mrs. Carter 
planned to meet with the men, made 
during her flight from Brasilia to 
Recife earlier Wednesday, came as a 
surprise.

Medicaid Cutback 
Blasted By Rhodes 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — “It’s like 
being run over by a truck without 
knowing it,” said Gov. James A. 
Rhodes of threats—still unofficial—to 
cut Ohio’s third-quarter 1977 Medicaid 
allotment by one-third. 
Rhodes told reporters Wednesday 
that he is awaiting official word from 
Washington about the threatened cut 
in long-term institutional care, and all 
he knew about it was what is contained 
in a letter he received from the office 
of Rep. Chalmers P. Wylie, R-Ohio. 
The letter, distributed in Congress 
by Rep. Michael T. Blouin, D-Iowa, 
stated that the Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare had decided to 
enforce provisions of the utilization 
review section of the Medicaid law 
against 19 states. 
That section requires states to notify 
HEW 
that they 
have 
required 
adequate certification of a patient’s 
need for institutional care, develop­ 
ment of a plan for care, independent 
review of patient progress and yearly 
medical reviews of the level of care. 
If HEW chooses to enforce the 
provision, which Rhodes said has not 
been done since it went into effect in 
1973, Ohio could lose $6.94 million in 
Medicaid funding. 
They’ve never enforced the law,” 
Rhodes said. "We have a legal case.” 
Rhodes indicated that the 19 states 
could fight the cutbacks on the grounds 
they amount to selective enforcement.

In a letter written Tuesday, Blouin 
asked HEW Secretary Califano to 
delay any decision on funding cuts 
until Congress completes action on 
legislation which could affect the 
Medicaid law. 
"We are particularly concerned 
about the impact which these penalties 
could have on Medicaid patients in our 
states,” Blouin said. “Obviously, they 
have done no wrong, yet they are 
precisely the people who will suffer 
even more if the cutbacks in funding 
take place.” 
Of the 19 states identified by Blouin 
as targets for thirdquarter Medicaid 
cutbacks, Ohio ranks fifth. New York, 
first, would lose $53.4 million, followed 
by California, $15 million; Maryland, 
$9.8 million; and Michigan, $9.2 
million.

He was also or­ 
dered to pay $905.97, the cost of a 
special state audit. A rescuscitator, CB 
Radio, two cooking pots, two cameras, 
labeler and cleaning supplies found at 
Hartman’s home and property of the 
county, were ordered returned by 
Judge Ammer.

State Auditor Thomas E. Ferguson 
reported today the June distribution of 
$7,752,177.99 in Local Government 
Fund money to Ohio’s 88 counties and 
388 cities and villages levying local 
income taxes. Pickaway County 
received $16,521.30 and Circleville 
received $365.97. 
Under the local Government Fund 
formula the counties received ll-12ths 
of the amount, or $7,106,169.85 while 
the municipalities having their own 
income taxes shared the remaining 
$646,015.44. 
There are 388 municipalities levying 
local income taxes. However, the 
Auditor’s office is withholding monthly 
payments to two villages in favor of a 
lump sump payment to each at the end 
of the year. Withheld this month was 
$3.36 due the Village of Timberlake, 
Lake County, and $3.94 due the Village 
of Canal Winchester, Franklin County.

Fund 
distribution is made monthly from 3.5 
per cent of the previous month’s 
collections of the state income, sales 
and corporation taxes. The use of the 
percentage factor caused the amount 
available for distribution to local 
governmental units to fluctuate 
monthly, Ferguson said. 
In May, the month on which the June 
distribution was based, the state 
collected $100,707,403.59 from the sales 
tax, j$80,852,730.82 from the income tax 
and $39,930,873.75 from the corporation 
tax.
